SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Thursday, June 5, 2014, my partner (Officer Ramirez #139) and I (Officer 
Trujillo #139) were assigned to the bicycle patrol team as Boy-2. We were 
working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business 
Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood 
Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date, at approximately 1145 hours, while conducting an 
administrative detail at Hollywood Boulevard and Highland Avenue, I saw two 
(2) Male, Black, Adults (later identified as S/1 Paige, Ronnie and S/2 Morozik, 
Philip) loitering near the west wall of 6777 Hollywood Boulevard. As I was 
monitoring their activity, I saw S/ Paige holding what appeared to be an 
unknown yellow aluminum can with his right hand. Paige then lifted the can to 
his lip / mouth area and tilted his head back, taking a drink from it. 


I then reported the activity, via handheld radio, for an additional BID patrol 
unit to respond to my location to monitor S/ Paige and S/ Morozik activity. BID 
Officer Sterling #103 arrived a short time later and began to monitor the two 
(2) subjects at the listed location. Sterling then advised that S/ Morozik 
retrieved the unknown yellow container from S/ Paige and placed it to his lip / 
mouth area and tilted his head back, taking a drink from it. 


ARREST 


Believing that both subjects were drinking a suspected alcohol beverage, we 
decided to make contact. As we were approaching them, I could smell a strong 
odor of alcohol emitting from their breath and person as they spoke to me. We 
also found the empty yellow “Four Lokos” container on the ground next to 
Morozik feet. 


Upon examination, of the empty can, I noticed that its brand name was “Four 
Locos” Lemonade flavor 23.5-ounce can a 12% alcohol by volume. 


ARREST: 


I advised S/ Paige and S/ Morozik that we were placing them under “Private 
Person’s Arrest”, per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To 
Arrest) see attached for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). S/ Paige and S/ Morozik were handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 
S/ Paige has three (3) prior contact / arrest by BID Officers. 
S/ Morozik has (3) prior contacts / arrests by BID Officers. 


Paige advised that he purchased the “Four Locos” at a “Highland Liquor” 
(Highland Avenue and Yucca Street). 


CITE and RELEASE: 


I then transported S/ Paige and S/ Morozik to the Hollywood and Highland 
Center Sub Station for a cite and release. LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer 
Wilchelm #40998 verified S/ Paige and S/ Marozik’s identification. S/ Paige 
and S/ Morozik were issued a “Release From Custody” citation Paige #D43778 
and Mariozik #D43779 for the listed charge and was ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 
07/14/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Lt. 
Videl
